BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 
SECTION 1„ Definitions o

the matter, taken as a whole, is to prurient interest, 
io®o, a shameful or morbid interest in nudity, sex, 
or excretion, which goes substantially beyond cus- 
tomary limits of candor in description or represent- 
ation of such matters and is matter which is utterly 
without redeeming social importance „

other printed or written material or any picture, 
drawing, photograph, motion picture, or other pic- 
torial representation or any statue or other 
figure, or any recording, transcription or mechan- 
ical, chemical or electrial reproduction or any 
other articles, equipment, machines or materials . 

(c) n Person** means any individual, partnership, firm, 
association, corporation, or other legal entity „ 
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(d) ‘’Distribute" means to transfer possession of, whether 
with or without consideration „ 


(e) "Knowingly" means having knowledge that the matter is 
obscene,, 


SECTION 2 0 Every person within the city limits of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, who knowingly prepares, publishes, prints, exhibits, dis- 
tributes, or offers to distribute, or has in his possession with intent to 
distribute or to exhibit or offer to distribute, any obscene matter, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor „ 

SECTION 3„ The penalty upon conviction of such misdemeanor shall be a 
fine not in excess of $500 and/or confinement in the county jail for a period 
not to exceed six months „ 

SECTION 4= Upon a specific finding by a court of competent jurisdiction 
that any person is conducting his or its business in violation of Section 2 
of this Chapter, said Court shall refer the matter to the City Attorney, who 
may without further direction from the Court file appropriate proceedings 
for the abatement of the same which is hereby declared to be a nuisance and 
for the forfeiture of contraband used in or arising out of such illegal 
business o 

SECTION 5o If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or pro- 
vision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid by any court, it shall be 
conclusively presumed that this Ordinance would have been passed by the Common
